Of Smallpox 


And influenza 
By CHARLES SMITH 


Big Quemoy, Sept. 80. 


The top civilian health authority of this beleagucr- 


ed island said there i 


iso growing danger of 


smallpox and influenza epidemics unless more 
medical supplies are received soon. 


Dr Chin-chinng Lin, Director 
of the Quemvy Health Centre, 
sald the dunger of these epide- 
mics is the biggest problem with 
which he {s faced—and he is 
faced with many. 

Interviewed at the ‘modern 
Health Centre building at New 
Quemoy City, Dr Lin said he is 
fending i specini request to 
Amorican officials in Tatpel for 
emergency medical supplics to be 
alr-dropped. He said he especial- 
ly. needs thrombogen, penicillin, 
plasma, vitamin B complex end 
surgical sclssors. 

Lin hos two other civilian 
doctors and nine nurses to help 
him in caring for the 40,000 
civillana in the fsland, In addi- 
tion to the health centre— 
which has only 18 beds—there 
is a small medical station with 
no beds, in old Quemoy City, and 
a couple of very smal} aid sta- 
tions, 

During my visit with Dr Lin 
in the Health Centre last 
night, he tcok me to an under- 
ground ward where some of 
the most seriously wounded 
nre kept. There were six beds 
in the ward, which under 
normal conditions hold aboul 
eight heds. But there were 24 
paticnis besides those in the 
beds sleeping on the floor on 
mats, or blankets, 

Some.of the patients were 
aleoping under the beds, and 
all of them were jammed .so 
together that it was diMcult to 
walk through tho ward with- 
out stepping on them.

For this reason the flremen 
will have to dig their way 
through all of the debris until 
pavement-level Js reached. This 
ls expected to take some time. 


The Chief OMicer of the Hong- 
kong Fire Brigade, Mr Vo, J. 
Gorman, who wes at the scene 
of the collapse shortly after it 
occured and rematned there for 
some hours, suld this morning 
that when the rubble {fs cleared 
away, “We may find nothing at 
all but on the other hand...” 


Accounted For 


Checking on the residents of 
the block 1s made very diMicult, 
Mr Gorman said, becathe a 
number of the people wander 
nway to friends or relatives 
homes, and take some time to 
trace, Up tll quite a Jate hour 
thls morning it was believed that 
one old lady was missing, but 
after checking she was later 
accounted for, 


Mr Gorman added, "If there is 
anybody under that plie of 
debris, there is not the slightest 
hope of thelr being alive,” The 
work of the firemen is being 
hampered to some extent by o 
lot of iron-work and neon signs 
mong the wreckage, and also 
by passing trams.
